The young man in the country 
who dislocates a privy and, with 
companions, carries it to the 
lawn of the church: or the young- 
ster who writes with soap upon 
the windows of his neighbor’s 
house; or those who don masks 
and disguise and go about blow- 
ing horns, thereby making the in- 
nocent, suburban welkins to ring, 
likely will not realize they are 
carrying on the traditions of the 
Druids as practiced in ancient 
Gaul thousands of years ago.

The early Christians were hard 
put to it to combat the pagan | 


festivals. As a minority sect, 
they had a difficult time win- 
ning converts away from the pa- 
gan feasts. 

What is now our Oct. 31 was 
especially troublesome. The prim- 
itives had a calendar of only 10 
months. (Caesar modernized it in 
46 BC.) On the last day of the 
year, and the eve of the New 
Year, the Druids’ believed that 
Saman, Lord of Death, took coun- 


cil with himsélf as to what final . 


disposition to make of the souls 
of those who had died during the 
vear, and who, until the New 
Year, had been condemned to 
enter the bodies of animals to 
wait the judgment. eve. 

The ancients believed that on 
this eve Saman could be softened 
up, and caused to dispense a more 
easy justice on these souls as they 
were extracted from the animals 
and sentenced for eternity. Hence 
there were feasts in his honor, 
and high carnival. There was the 
wearing of masks, too, so that 
Saman might not see a face he 
did not like and mark its wearer 
for death in the new year. So, 


prayer, supplications, feasts and | 


merriment all were had to dis- 
tract the judgments of Saman, 
the Lord of Death, on the last 
night of October. 


October 31 was also a Roman 
feast of Pomona, the goddess of 
fruit and of gardens. She appears 
in the writings of the earliest 
Latin poets. She was a cold and 


disdainful maid until wooed and | 


won by Vertumnus, the god who 

ripens the fruits in Autumn, 
This was a day greatly cele- 

brated with feasting and wine.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30— 
(INS)—Defense Secretary 
Lovett said Tuesday that Rus- 
sia has enough A-bombs to 
allow varied experiments but 
pledged that the U. S. will 
keep way ahead in the atomic 
weapons race. 

The cabinet member told a news 
conference that the three known 
atomic explosions in Russia prove 
that the Soviets have made im- 
portant progress in development 
of the dread devices. He added: 

This means, of course, that we 
must keep ahead—way ahead—in 
both the number and kinds of our 
atomic weapons. We shall do that.

In Europe we have made progress, but 
the job of creating unity and the more im- 
portant elan, or will, has not come along as 
fast as military preparedness.

In New Delhi, India’s ambassador to Com- 
munist China told newsmen that after two 
years in Peiping he is convinced that while 
the Chinese are Marxists and regard the Rus- 
sians as their best, and perhaps only friends, 
they are not tools of the Soviets. Leadership 
is dominated by Communists, he said, but 
China’s actions in Korea, he insisted, were an 
outgrowth of her interest in that peninsula 
and not the result of Soviet direction. 

He summed up the foreign policy of China 
as containing five elements: Korea, Formosa, 
Indochina, Tibet and Japan. 

It is important that all Western nations, 
especially our own, note these five elements. 
Some of them run contrary to the interests 
of India, though we are, in Korea and Japan, 
directly affected. 

As Germany is the key to Europe, so 
India remains the key to Asia. While we have 
been disappointed in some of Prime Minister 
Nehru’s positions since he so courageously 
stood with the West in opposing aggression 
in Korea, we yet feel that his actions are dic- 
tated by his own knowledge of Asia and of 
India’s position vis-a-vis her neighbors. He 
is not a stooge of the Kremlin. 

India needs great reforms. We have made 
a start there in a small way with assistance 
in agrarian changes. India is a nation of 
small, poor villages where grinding poverty 
is the daily rule, a poverty in which money- 
Jenders and greedy landlordism are evil 
features.

Bootlegging Revealed 
As State’s Worst Evil 


Fulton Criminal Court Judge John S. Mc- 
Clelland, spurred on by the mass murder in 
Atlanta last week at the hands of bootleggers, 
has announced that the latter are in for a 
tough time in his court 


We are heartily in favor of the judge's 
resolve. Bootlegging, with its allied crimes, 
remains at the top of the list of evils which 
must be stamped out in Georgia. Every court 
and every law enforcement officer in Georgia 
should redouble their efforts to bring an end 
to the illicit liquor traffic, both the making 
and selling ends of it. 

Prohibition did not and still will not end 
bootlegging in Georgia. A system of legal 
control of the liquor business, one which ac- 
cepts realities, is the only sensible solution 
to the problem. As long as it is possible to 
make exorbitant profits from the illicit 
manufacture and sale of liquor, it will be 
manufactured and sold. Prohibition only 
adds to the evils, building new crime on top 
of the old. 


Let’s look at some figures. the day 
after the poisoned whisky wave broke in At- 
lanta, there was only one arrest for drunk- 
enness, whereas the average day nets more 
than 100. This indicates that those who buy the 
bootleg poison are vour habitual drunks and 
trouble makers. Prohibition increases this 
problem a hundredfold. 


Last year in Georgia 3,926 stills were cap- 
tured, making the state the nation’s leader in 
this somewhat dubious distinction. Illinois, 
which has state-wide legal control of whisky, 
had only 10. 

Our lackadaisical handling of the whisky 
- problem is crime-breeding. It leads to its 
‘ultimate end in the death of 37 known vic- 
tims in Atlanta, and an untold number of 
others who have no doubt been victims in 
the past. 

We hope Judge McClelland and all other 
Georgia courts crack down on bootleggers 
with every ounce of strength the law affords. 
We hope, too, that those who encourage boot- 
legging by opposition to effective control will 
take a look at those 37 Atlanta deaths. A 
good look!

Automobile Taxes, 


Study in Hypocrisy 


There are more than 2,000 automobiles 
and trucks missing in Houston County— 
missing, that is, from the county’s tax digest. 
According to The Houston Home Journal, 
failure to levy on these vehicles is costing 
the county $38,147 this year. 


About two-thirds of these cars belong to 
a comparatively transient population, the 
people who live or have lived at Warner 
Robins, employees at the air base. These 
folks who move around a great deal never 
get around to paying a property tax on their 
cars. 

The remainder of the vehicles not on 
the digest are “scattered through the county.” 


The Houston tax collector will not allow 
all this property to stay missing. Last year 
most of the auto owners paid their taxes, but

These greatly resemble the problems of 
Nationalist China, where similar conditions 
existed.

There remains, perhaps, a chance that 
China will turn away politically from Russia 
toward India. Certainly she will move that 
way imperialistically. If, when she does, we 
have been able to establish good, sound, 
honest relationships with India and other 
Asian nations, we will have done ourselves 
and generations yet to come enormous good.

There is some hope, too, in the field of 
world relations in the fact that Anthony Eden, 
new British foreign secretary, is an intel- 
ligent, informed man with character, whom a 
lot of persons trust.

At least two suggestions have been made 
to remedy the situation. One is that the own- 
er of an automotive vehicle be required to 
show a tax receipt before he can get his li- 
cense plate. 


More recently, the county tax assessors 
recommended taking the property tax off 
cars and letting them pay their way through 
an increased tag fee alone. 


Either way would be better than the exist- 
ing situation with its many loopholes and 
dodges. 

Abolition of the property tax and increas- 
ing the license fee would do away with this 
hypocrisy of cheap tags, this kidding the 
people into the notion that the tax-on a car 
is nominal. (It is, but only for those who don't 
pay the property tax.) 

But if the local property tax on cars is 
abolished and the money collected by the 
state, then it should stay in the state treasury 
to be used for services to the motorist—way- 
side parks, traffic markers and a better-paid, 
more efficient state patrol, the better to in- 
sure highway safety.

There were, 


according to my host, Mr. 


Jack Sharp, some hundred-odd of them, either swooping about 


or riding to their anchor buoys 
there seemed to be a thousand. 

As an inland Georgia land- 
lubber, I was somewhat sur- 
prised to see all these sailboats 
scooting about where once cot- 
ton patches, corn fields, and 
illicit distilleries thrived along 
the banks of little streams, and 
it occurred to me that if some 
old Bartow or Cherokee County 
farmer were to peer over the 
front porch of his cabin in Val- 
halla and see what was taking 
place in the country where he 
used to follow a mule, he would 
be startled out of his celestial 
wits.

British Election 
Encourages GOP 


WASHINGTON—lIt is only natural that Re- 

publicans—and/or Southern conservative Demo- 

- crats—should be somewhat elated by the Con- 

servative Party victory in Great Britain, narrow as it turned out 

to be. Maybe it’s a sign for 1952—or so they hope. Republicans, 

even those not global-minded, have gotten into the habit of look- 

ing afar, beyond our shores, for happy auguries. Maine has lost 

its onetime potency as a lodestar, and now is only coupled, for- 
lornly, with Vermont. 


“Tory” has such a soothing sound, especially when symbolized 
in the comforting, sleek and cherubic figure of Winston Churchill, 
notwithstanding that the British Conservative Party is far, far ta 
the left even of such Republican left-wingers as Sen. Wayne Morse 
of Oregon, and to the left, too, of course, of the Truman Fair Deal. 
But nevertheless comforting, withal. 

It is, at least comparatively speaking, a swing to the right. 
Maybe there’s a trend. For this is the third upset of the Labor 
Party in what we now call the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions—first New Zealand, then Australia, and now Great Britain 
herself. And we are a lot like our British cousins in many ways, 
if entirely dissimilar in others. Republicans accepted New Zea- 
land and Australia as good omens before the 1950 Congressional 
elections. They didn’t turn out exactly that way. While Repub- 
licans made gains, they did not recapture Congress, 

But maybe there’s something magical in a trio. 


Leading Issue A”Yhow, it was a bit of @ check on socialism, 

and will give a sort of case history for 
propaganda purposes to those Republicans, headed by Senator 
Taft, who are planning to make what they call “the socialistic © 
tendencies” of the Truman Fair Deal a leading campaign issue 
in 1952. 

Except there’s a difference that is often overlooked here, 
chiefly by Republicans. The Labor Party in Great Britain was 
elected on a socialistic program which it then put into effect. The 
Conservatives, while accepting then—and still—a considerable part 
of it, objected to some of the extreme measures, such as national- 
ization of the steel industry, and complained about the way some 
of the rest of it worked out. In short, Conservatives in England 
had something concrete, a fait accompli, to shoot at. 

Not so here. Senator Taft and like-minded Republicans, in 
alliance with Southern conservative Democrats, have completely 
blocked the “socialistic” program of Harry Truman which, ac- 
cording to British standards, is really very pale socialism, if at all. 
So Republicans are not dealing with realities, as were British 
Conservatives, something actual to which they can point with 
alarm—but only with a lifeless shadow embodied in a passel of 
bills resting safely in pigeonholes at the capitol, and with little 
threat of having their slumber disturbed. 


; Furthermore, a lot of people seem to 
Our Conservatives like what is called the Fair Deal, yet 
unrealized largely. That gives Democrats the opportunity, which 
they don’t overlook ever, of holding up bright promises and 
dreams—and those pay off better in politics than imagined fears. 

Ever since President Truman came into office, Congress has 
been under the control of a conservative party, which is what the 
combination of Republicans and Southern Democrats is. This 
coalition has been the major party, through circumstance, not by 
will of the people. Harry Truman has been, according to the 
British standard, a prime minister without portfolio so far as the 
Fair Deal is concerned, sitting powerlessly in the White House 
clinging to a mandate that is a scrap of paper. For his party has 
won the last two elections, supposed to be “mandates,” but he has 
not won contro! of the government. We can understand that. The 
British couldn't. 

Republicans might do better to take Nye direct approach and 
claim credit frankly for stopping “socia ” here, except, of 
course, that would be a confession of more obstructionism which 
would not sit well with millions of voters who don’t regard the 
Fair Deal as “socialism” and are not disturbed by tags and slogans. 
Furthermore, Republicans would have to confess that they had to 
call on Democrats to do the job, and that is not good, either.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, O 


engineer, Ernst Hilding Ander 


ct 30—(AP)—A Swedish navy 
sson, 42, pleaded guilty Tues- 


day to charges of spying against Sweden and Britain for 


Soviet Russia. 
Andersson, a confessed com- 
munist, testified in the Stockholm 
Megistrates Court he had been 
helping Russia since 1946 to pre- 
pare for a possible invasion of 
Sweden by providing information 
on army and naval affairs and 
prospective invasion routes. 
Prosecutor Werner Rhyninger 
said the case was “‘the most se- 
rious in Swedish history.” He 
said it could be compared to 
atomic espionage disclosures in 
Britain and the United States. 
As Andersson’s accomplices, the 
prosecutor named _ Konstantin 
Vinogradov, Soviet embassy secre- 
tarv: Nicholai Orlov, assistant to 
the Soviet naval attache, and Tass 
correspondent Victor Anissimov. 
Orlov. 25. was ordered out of 
the country by the Swedish gov- 
ernment last Sept. 27. 
Anissimov is believed to have 
left Sweden several months ago 
and a foreign office spokesman 
said he had no information as to 
his whereabouts. Vinogradov also 
is no longer in Sweden. 
Sentences for espionage under 
Swedish law may range from four 
years to life imprisonment.

Miss Loretto Chappell, who last 


Spring had to defend herself 
against a legislator’s charge that 
she was “Red,” resigned as chief 
of the Child Welfare Division of 
the State Welfare Department 
Tuesday because she said she 
felt she had been vindicated as 
“a loval Georgian and American 
and as a competent adminis- 
trator.” 


Welfare Director Alan Kemper, 
outspoken foe of Miss Chappell, 
accepted her resignation, effective 
Wednesday, without comment. He 
told The Constitution later he had 
not “fully made up my mind” 
whether to accept it with or with- 
out prejudice, a condition which 
might affect the rehiring of Miss 
Chappell by any other State de- 
partment. 


Kemper said he was not yet 
ready to name Miss Chappell’s 
successor, but added, “I have been 
dickering around for some little 
time and I think I can find some- 
one.” 
an employee of the Fulton County 
Welfare department, but for the 
present Phil Cawthon, assistant 
to Kemper, would handle the ad- 
ministrative duties of the Child 
Welfare Division, he said. 


Miss Chappell said in her letter 
of resignation that Kemper’s “con- 
tinued ill feeling toward me has 
been demonstrated in many ways 
that harm the program and is 
damaging to the many children 
whom we serve.” She said she 
would have resigned sooner “ex- 
cept that freedom of conscience 
and the merit system were at 
stake.” 

“However, it has now been

The State of Georgia has two 
Senates and no House of Repre- 
gentatives, the Georgia League of 
Women Voters said Tuesday in a 
new 37-page booklet on “Georgia' 
Government.” 

“Since both houses of the Gen- 
eral Assembly represent areas 
rather than population, Georgia | 
really has two Senates,” the book- | 


let said. 

The non-partisan league dis- 
cusses duties and powers of the. 
Governor and other officials in 
the executive branch, the Gen- 
eral Assembly. boards and com- 
missions and the state’s court sys- 
tem.-.It simply describes the Geor- 
gia Constitution and the financing 
of state services. 


TOO MUCH TONTROL 


The women voters see some' 
fear that the Governor holds too 
much control over the budget 
through Georgia’s present budget 
law. 

“The Governor has extraordi- 
Mary controls over the state 
budget, even- after it has been 
adopted by the Legislature,” the 
pamphlet states. “There is some 
opinion that further changes in 
the budget—emergency or other- 
wise—should not rest simply in. 
the hands of one man, particu-| 
larly since he is subject to great | 
political pressure for funds.” |

Premature Babies Have 
Feeding & Times Daily 


By YOLANDE GWIN 
That “‘little bundle from heaven’’—if it’s premature—may weigh 


as little as two pounds and live. 

The birth rate of premature 
babies here and in the state is 
high. At Crawford W. Long 
Hospital there is one of the most 
thoroughly equipped premature 
nurseries for the care of these 
infants in the state. In fact, 
this hospital is the only one in 
Atlanta which provides the ac- 
commodations for babies born 
either here or in nearby cities. 
(There is a premature nursery 
at Grady, but it gives only serv- 
ice to local cases.) There is an 
average of twenty-four prema- 
ture babies at the Crawford 
Long Nursev all the time. 

“Premature babies usually 
weigh five pounds and eight 
ounces or less,” said Mrs. Ruth 
Wright, an instructor on the 
nursery staff. “The smallest one 
we ever had that lived weighed 
one pound and 6!2 ounces. We 
feed them every three hours and 
they are started with a formula 
of dextrose and water. Their 
next food is a one half skim 
milk formula. Even though some 
of the babies are premature they 
can be fed in the normal way 
with the bottle. The weaker ones 
are fed through a tube in their 
tummies.” 

The temperature in the nurs- 
ery is kept between 84 and 86 de- 
gres all the time, according to 
Mrs. Wright. Each baby has its 
individual crib and there is also 
an iron lung in the nursery for 
cases which require it. 

“Since mothers will have to 
take more than special care of a 
premature baby, we allow them 
to come to the nursery at feed- 
ing time,” said Mrs. Wright. 
“Under the supervision of our 
mursing staff, the mothers are 
given instructions as to the feed-

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Women of 40 
Needn’t Fear 
Diet as Aging 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

Years ago a woman of 40, who 
was 50 pounds overweight, had 
a morbid dread of reducing for 
fear it would make her look old 
as Methuselah! Times have 
changed. Now it is overweight 
that is known to be aging. An 
excess 25 pounds tacks years 
onto a womah’s birthdays. . And 
the health hazards of toting too 
many pounds increase with the 
years. 

The science of nutrition is 
comparatively young. Before 
this newer knowledge of the 
food essentials was brought to 
light, prolonged dieting did 
make a woman look older. But 
no longer. In fact the best 
possible thing any overweight 
can do for her health and looks 
is to reduce to normal weight 
and hold it there—with good 
nutrition, of course. 

You may think I’m talking 
through my dilietitian’s cap, and 
you insist that on a diet you do 
look older. If so, the fault is 
with. the diet. Shortchange 
yourself on the quality of nutri- 
tion and nature has a way of 
slapping you in the face. But 
it’s the strain that is aging, not 
the loss of weight. Think back, 
at the end of a hectic day have 
you ever been asked by a friend 
if you were dieting to reduce, 
when on the contrary a pound 
or two had piled on? 

How fast should weight be 
lost? That depends on your age, 
for one thing, for the years 
affect skin elasticity. The total 
amount of weight to be lost is 
another consideration. Two 
pounds a week is a good reduc- 
ing rate for young middle age. 
After 50, with considerable ex- 
cess to be removed, one pound 
a week is a good rate. You can 
lose a pound a day if you 
choose, but it is not the beauty 
rate of weight loss. 

Most important to ‘keeping 
young, is protective nutrition. 
If the daily menus contain the 
essential nutrients to take care 
of wear and tear and repair, 
and the calories are cut through 
the omission of non-protective 
foods only, you can reduce and 
look younger, perhaps as much 
as ten years younger than your 
birthday. Here are the essen- 
tials, in keeping young amounts, 
within 100 calories. Check your 
diet to see that they are included 
daily. . 

Have daily 

1 or 2 eggs—not fried 

Skim milk or buttermilk, 1 glass 
plus 1 oz. yellow cheese, or 
second glass milk 

Lean meat, fish or fowl—4 to 6 
ounces 

Vegetables—3, one green leafy 
or yellow, small serving only 
of starchy vegetable 

Fruits, 2 to 3, one orange or 
grapefruit or juice 

Bread, 2 thin slices whole grain 
or enriched 

Butter, 2 half pats 

Supplement diet with one multi- 
ple vitamin concentrate sup- 
plying vitamins A, Bl, B2, 

C and D.

termilk. 

5. Raw milk is a more valu- 
able food than pasteurized milk. 

Fact: Except for some de- 
struction of Vitamin C, pas- 
teurization does not alter the 
nutritive value of milk. 

6. Milk and fish should not 
be eaten in the same meal. 

Fact: Foods that are safe to 
eat separately are safe to eat 
together. There are no harmful 
combinations of foods. 

7. Milk is a fattening food 
and should not be included in a 
reducing diet.

It has 
been Churchill’s habit to divide 
his time more or less evenly 
between the two and it appears 
likely that he will continue to 
use Chartwell for weekends 
rather than Chequers except 
when he is receiving officially.
